Avi- 
aon called lor a real attempt to un 
tlurstand each ethers view|>olnts, and 
suggested an open Theological Un- 
dergraduate College Serv'ce, so ar- 
ranged as to give a definite expression 
of Theological .Society Thought. 

Mr- ^vlson touched in tin; differ- 
emi of standards betwetin the students 
Ktating that as a body tli Theologs 
aeld the point o£ view of service and 
ideal as apposed to the more indlv du- 
dl stii.ndard of the maJprHy. . 

Critlsing the Academic standard hr 
1 oked loi-waxd to the lime when Ihoi-c- 
whouid bo- in Canada a Tli.eologlci' 
Facukly in a University .'noontrolled 
by the Churches wlilch would be the 
corotre of Scholarly research. To thi? 
end he advociutod a hig^her standaivj 
in Ijoth teachinjr and teat, In ordej 
Uiui the tiaininfe' in Ihe Theological 
Colleges might equal or excell that 
of the inorejia ngly efficient training 
of the other faculties. 

The suggestions mot with Inanlmoiif 
ii.pprwa.I and following a proloni^ed 
Uisoussion the exeeulivo of the Sociity 
wiM appointed to cin.bixl.\' the rocom- 
mendalions lnt<> a report to toe for- 
warded to the FiMiuUy of the Theo- 
logical Colleges.

"The Psychology »f AsBumblies" 
was ihe sulbjocl of n very ImtcreBllne 
address delivered last night before the 
Psychological Society by Dr. It. S 
Weir, lawyer author and former re 
corder. This was the /Ir.-rt inocling 
of the Society this' year, and was al- 
tonded by nbotil thlrty-flvc people. 

Tho ininnlea of lIhe In»t mcetlns. 
Iicld laal ."priiig, were read by the 
Keeiolnry D. U.. iMacVloar: their 
dupllon was moved lirid sccondc'd, K. 
P. Hoover prcHlilonl of tho Society 
wjis Chttlrnmn for Inst nlglils meeting, 
te explained that piogr;im.s were, be- 
ing printed giving dates of, and 
adresses tu be delivered at, tuUiro 
iicetings: uoi fortunately Ihey were 
ot ready fm- <listrll>ution last night. 
Dr. Weir, In opening his ad-Jiess, 
.id that he was honoured In being 
I v'.ted lo spinUi !H-.'ore the McOHl 
Paychologicjil Society .Ho professed 
o kiiow very litlie about the subject, 
and s.Tid bo hoped for cnllBltten.iient 
during the' discussion 'afterwards. 
.,lUo many other prime subjeet.s, 
p.sychology has been variously defin- 
ed, one of the most fitting descript- 
ions, in Dr. Weir's opinion,. being that 
It Is the study 'of b*havlôur. 

Things are not what our minds por- 
tray- them to be — they may be total- 
ditferent; hence the importance of 
the study of tlie human mind, which, 
by the way. Is a very difficult sub- 
ject. All minds probably differ from 
one another; the ((uestioh naturally 
arises, "Arc they part of a universal 
consciousness?"; this qtieatlon tends 
towards religion . 

The relations existing between the 
soul, mind and body were thort'. 
loiiolied upon by tho speaker. Are our 
.souls and minds in our bodies or not? 
Tho effects "of Altferonl bodies on 
minds and souls were thcn^mentioncd. 
The heredity, effect was stressed: 
Dr. Weir emphaaizod the points that 
wo are imineasurably old — hundreds 
of thousands ot years. Wo are the 
heirs of time and not the youngest 
but the oldest. 

Tho foundations of all our moods, 
h.abits and Instincts wore laid long 
biiick through the ages: habits formed, 
sometimes of necessity. In the ancient 
days have- been handed down to us. 

Many Instincts arc recognized by 
phyehologists, but probably the most 
Important of all Is th.it of gregar- 
iousness. This in.stlncl has led men 
to keep together and to co-operate In 
many things: the nriilheihond of Man 
Is an Instinct. Grcgariousncss formed 
the nucleus of the evening's ajddross. 

Dr. Weir then used as an Illustrat- 
ion two tribes or grotips on different 
Hidn.s of a luniiiitain: ii man on one 
side a.dhered lu his group, and tho 
group, as a wholu kept aoKcllior and 
cu-opcraled. Tho killing of a stranger 
was net ounsldered murder, nor was 
the robbing nf un outsider looked 
upon as a serious offense, but l.hcso 
crimes, if coinniltlod willilii one's own 
circle were punished. Tho speaker 
slated thalilhs Instinct was much to' 
the foroo of late, 

lja.nionl's hooka was then roferrod 
to: Iho llliistralioiiu aild conohisloiis 
Ihorcin were drawn iihiefly from In 
vostlguXlons carried' on In Krjinco, iind 
would no dnubl^ stid Dr, Weir, have 
been somcwhaL illfferonl if nbsorvod 
in lOiigland. Healing willi the p.sy- 
cliology of the crowd, Lamont suld 
t:hal Mie cry III {■'ranee was l'or 
ldi|uality, t while Iho rdnglish 'domnnd 
was more for l.lberly. Group psy- 
chology may be .•jluiiii'd jn any iialloii 
and the results will '.•ny acclrdiuuly 
'I'liu speaker suld 'hat ho pru.''irre(l to 
study the crowd in an ciiolosiirq 
rallier lhaii Iho stroot mob, .'cr !he 
cvoiiiny'H addrOKH. The .itud;- nf Iho 
herd is oxiromcly iiitorcsllng and la 
very valuable in many i::i)u.s.

station mot the party ,at the door and 
escorted the party through the sta- 
tion. The heavily silk lined attidlo 
room was first Inspected. u ':wa« 
noticed that the m'crophone cord was 
very heavily Insoiated and also pro- 
tected by a metal oufer casing. It was 
explained that this was donis' ; to .- re- 
move aa much as possible the induc- 
tion of th'-- electric light circuit which 
is very strong in that locality. 

Mrs. Darling then set the amplifier ' 
going to show the difference that the 
placing ot the microphone makes with 
regard to certain in-strunient.-). 

He then started the transmtttin.'ï 
appara.tus and plaved a record to 
show the variations In current o£ the 
modul.acing tube. The set proper uses 
three tubes, fi^r osr.ill.ator amplifier 
and moftulater respectively. There are 
also two ^tubes used tor rectifylnff 
the current used. The current Is 
stepped up to lO.OOO volts and dowt» 
to IT) voha for the plateg and 'flli- 
menl.'i.

A New Student news dispatch which we publish elsewhere 
in this issue brings to us the information that the University of 
Kansas has added dancing to its curriculum, this was done in re- 
-, ;sponse to a request from the students, self-government associa- 
te, ■ition of the Université'. There is no doubt whatsoever about danc- 
Égé^ng being fine exercise and an execellenf form of amusement, but 
j^'it is very debatable whether the teaching of it should find a place 
' in a university curriculum. Certainly the fact thaj^^U^ recognised 
as one of the foremost forms of social entertainmetit does not 
' warFant its being listed among the subjects taught at a college. 
_y— It is true that Kansas has added this course only as an "extra' 
and that a small additional fee is exigible for the privilege of 
• joining this class whicll ' "is open to beginners in dancing and to 
those who are anxious to learn the fundamentals of good dancing". 
- but the mere fact that the course is being sponsored and directed 
by the University government, leads us to believe that tKia m- 
stitution of higher learning" has taken a step in the wrong d.rec- 
tiori. When pondered over seriously, the idea of dancing being 
j|àta:iB^ùhiversity becomes almost ridiculous., 

mis northern country, treat dancing as a pleasant 
diyc^^^M^^^o to the theatres and admire the rhythmical move- 
merits of exponents of the art. But we are not yet prepared to 
attach sufficient dignity to dancing to place it side by side in • 
college curriculum with courses in Shakespeare or moral philo- 
sophy. ► Probably our ideas on the subject are antiquated; there 
even the likeliKopd that we are not "keeping up with the times". 
•Who can tell whit changes in our outlook a few more years in 
<hi8 highly-evolved civilization may bring? If giftedf with prophetic 
vision we might see in two decades hence Universities in the more 
advanced countries turning out finished barbers, window cleaners,
